2. Claims 1 - 5, and 7, 8, 1 1 - 1 5 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 1,7,8, 9, and 1 1 , for example which 
include an image display apparatus having a pixel activation mechanism scanning the 
UV light onto the pixels in response to demand image and the mechanism including at 
least one grating light valve controllable by a processor to establish the demand image 
(claiml); and plural GLVs controllable by a processor to establish a demand image 
(claim 7); and at least one beamsplitter receiving UV light from the source and directing 
respective UV beams to the pixel activation mechanism (claim 8); and at least one mask 
having plural excitation apertures defining respective pitches and the mask being 
interposed between the pixel activation mechanism and the display , the pitches 
between the excitation light apertures being established based on the locations of the 
respective excitation light apertures relative to the display (claim 11).
